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REMARKS

Claim 6 remains unamended from the form appearing in patent 5,433,064 and 
depends from allowable claim 5. Therefore, claim 6 is in condition for allowance. 

It 
has now been placed in independent form and is therefore in fiili condition for allowance as 
provisionally indicated in the last OfiBce Action. 

Claim 9 was newfy added in the Prehminaiy Amendment filed January 26, 2004. It 
has now been placed in independent form and is therefore in foil condition for allowance as 
provisionally indicated in the last OfBce Action. 

Claim 1 0 was newly added in the Preliminary Amendment filed January 26, 2004. 
It has now been placed in ind^endent form and is therefore in fiill condition for allowance as 
provisionally indicated in the last Office Action. 

Claim 1 1 was newly added in the Preliminaiy Amendment filed Januaiy 26, 2004. 
It has now been placed in indiq>endent form and is therefore in foil condition for allowance as 
provisional^ indicated in the last Office Actioa 

Claim 12 was newfy added in the PreliniinaiyAnoendinent filed Ja^ 2004. 
It has now been placed in ind^sendent form and is therefore in fiill condition for allowance as 
provisionally indicated in the last Office Action. 
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Claim 13 remains dependent upon allowable claim 12 and is therefore in full 
condition for allowance as provisionally indicated in the last Office Action. 

Claim 14 was newly added in the PreUnunaiy Amendment filed January 26» 2004. 
It has now been placed in independent form and is therefore in foil condition for allowance as 
provisionally indicated in the last Office Action. 

Accompanying this response and made a part hereof, pursuant to 37 C.RR. 
1 . 173(c), is SECOND STATEMENT OF STATUS AND SUPPORT FOR CHAt^GES TO 
CLAIMS. Also submitted is a Supplemental Declaration from the Assignee. 

Canadian Patent 2188870 corresponding to U.S. Patent 5,433,064 is the subject of a 
pending re-examination procedure in the Canadian Patent Office. The Requester in that Canadian 
proceedings is the same party that has filed protests in these U.S. reissues proceedings, namely
